School money troubles closed 
in on the city councli Monday 
night at the group’s regular 
meeting in the municipal build- 
ing when they were asked by the 
County Board of Education to 
pick up payments on $70,000 
worth of warranty bonds sold 
by the board for the city. 

The problem dates back to 
1946 when Elba was told by state 
school officials that the build- 
ing then in-existence could not 
be used another year, J. E. Pit- 
man, chairman of the board of 
education explained. Since the 
county had $100,000 to build 
1 structure the city was asked 
to raise additional money, Be- 
cause the town had = already 
reached its legal debt limit, the 
Board of Education arreed to 
sell $70,000 worth of bonds to 
be paid for by the city out of a 
gasoline tax levied for that pur-

pose. Under this arrangement 
funds were secured and a 
school built. 


Fifteen months ago the City 
stopped paying the $500 per 
month which had been going to 
retire the bonds. Pittman stat- 
ed.

The temperature remainsd 
below freezing all Friday and 
and by Saturday had dipped to 
8 degrees, the lowest reading 
here for many years. It warmed 
up considerably Saturday af- 
ternoon but Sundey morning’s 
minimum was 16. Monday’s mi- 
nimum was 22, Tuesday’s, 30. 

The record cold caused con- 
siderable damage in this sec- 
tion. Many water pipes water 
pumps and motor blocks burst. 
A gas shortage caused incon- 
venience. 

Many city water parons, es- 
pecially those who do not have 
meters, let their hydrants run 
during the cold nights and 
Supt. Dick Dorman reported on 
several mornings the water in 
the reservoir was depleted to a 
dangerous low. Fortunately, El- 
ba escaped without a fire dur-' 
ing the cold spell 

According to the Montgomery 
weather bureau, this winter has 
been an all-time record-break- 
er. In the winter 1742-43 there 
wore 40 freezing days. Already 
this winter there has been 46 
days on which the temperature 
dipned below the freezing point 
and spring is far away.

instructed to reach a compro- 
mise agreement that will en- 
able the city to conduct all es- 
sential services and at the same 
time get the maximum amount 
to help the school board retire 


the warrants. 
Seriousness of the situation 
was recognized by both sides. 


Dr. Nelson pointed out that 
the only way the county board 
would be able to get the mo- 
ney was by cutting services fo 
the schools, That means fhe 
teaching staff would have to be 
trimmed (by three at $2000 per 
janitor services cub or 
heat and light bills slashed. In 
case the county went over its 
budget bv $7500 this year, the 
state would penalize them. 24% 
of that amount 

City Attorney Rowe stated 
there was serous doubt that El- 
ba could be forced in court to 
pay for the bonds. 

GOOD FAITH 

Other discussion on the mat- 
ter centered around good faith 
on the part of the city entering 
into an agreement and then 
not carrying it out. Councilman 
J. J. Lindsey. mentioned the 
same “good faith’ on the nart 
of the state when the building 
was erected. An oral aereement 
at that time was to the effcct 


that the city would deed the 
lot and a house to the state 
and they would take care of 


the new structure. Later they” 
stopped construction becawse 
of lack of funds and “nressur-- 
ed” the city into maki»e am 
agreement to supvlv the mer— 
ey, old timers on the council 
asserted. 

Amount the city has paid te 
date on the warrants is be- 
tween $13,000 and $13,000. 

Mayor Mullins gave the rea-
